China takes control over Hong Kong 

British end colonial rule amid celebrations, pageantry

HONG KONG — With a mid- 
night change of flogs, on anxious, 
excited Hong Kong ended its 156- 
year British colonial era and 
embarked Tuesday on a uncertain 
new'age under the sovereignty of 
an exultant Communist China. 

The [cw pro-democracy protests 
were sparse and peaceful, and the 
Chinese army moved in with punc- 
tilious discipline. Except for rain 
that drenched the farewell ceremo- 
ny, the eight-hour rite of passage 
unfolded with a flair worthy of a 
territory famous for its wealth and 
sophistication.

wide on TV, administered the coup

The broad smile of Chinese 
President Jiang Zemin summed up 
China’s niumph. 

For Britain, it was a melancholy 
-reminder of-its shrunken-role on- 


the world stage, although Prince 
Charles, along with Chris Patten, 
the last British governor, managed 
to turn their retreat into a digni- 
_ fied, restrained spectacle of Britisli 
patriotism. 

For Hong Kong’s 6.3 million peo- 
ple, the biggest question was .still 
unanswered: Can a free enpitaibst 
society survive in the embrace of a 
'Communist power, even one that 
has promised to keep Ho'ng Kong 
politically and economicallyfree?

Heavy rain from thunderstorms !flc»dcd streets and 
basCmcntS'Monday in western Pennsylvania, as 
stormy weather stretched across a wide area of the 
Midwest and along the Gulf Coast. > 

Afternoon shoivcrs and thunderstorms stretched 
across areas of Wisconsin and Michigan, plus Indiana, 
Illinois, Ohio, Kentucky and into western Tennessee. 

About. 3.25 inches of rain hit the northwestern 
Pennsylvania dty of Sharon in just two hours, leaving 
water standing ajoot deep in the downtown business 
district Basements were flooded and manhole covers 
flewoff as tvater filled storm drains. . - 
“We had no idea it was coming,” said Shawn 
Flower, co-owner of Plotver Lumber, where more 
than 4 feet of water floated lumber out of storage 
sheds. 

The wet, stormy weather was expected to move 


eastward into West Virpnia and Virginia during the 
night, \yiih a possibility of more heavy rain. 

He^vy showers and thunderstormLoba. developed, 
rapidly during the afternoon along the Gulf Coast, 
moving cost from Texas across Louisiana, Mississippi 
and Alabama into Georgia and spreading across large 
areas of Florida. - 

During the morning, an area of intense thunder- 
storms developed over the eastern Dakotas and 
moved into the western edge of Alinncsota. Those 
storms dissipated by the middle of the afternoon. 

In the West, heavy showers spread across northern 
California, southern Oregon, Washington, northern 
Nevada and Idaho os an area of low pressure moved 
ashore*from the Pacific. Thunderstorms also were 
possible in a fmv places.

The lare ne^vspaper columnist Mike 
Royko once observed that nature, un- 
like government, cliooses not to indem- 
nify bad choices. . • 

That’s the trouble with the welfare 
state, at least as Americans have come 
to know it. Alibis - teen pregnancy, 
drug abuse and a culture of despon- 
dency, to name a few - have supplant- 
ed ambition. 

Wlien life is a no-fault axercisc, com- 
placency becomes a viable lifestyle op- 
tion. Self-confidence and -imagination 
are irrelevant when your next paycheck 
bears no relationship to either jour 
willingness or your abilio' to cam it. 

Starting today, all of that \nll bc&n 
to change. 

Welfare reform latvs, passed la.st year 
-by-Gongress and signed by liie presi- 
dent, go into effect, transforming the 
institution from a safety net to a minsi- 
tion to work. 

For many public-assistance recipi- 
ents, that’s a sink-or-stvim proposition. 
Welfare \vill require hard tvork to get 
and to keep, and it will end after two 
years. 

For some Americans, especially sin- 
gle mothers with more one child, tliai 
dtangc \vill be difficult. For a working 
mom earning minimum \vago, the SIO 
to S_y_a day per chi ld th at she pays lo- 
cally in duld-care costs is a hefty bur- 
den. Succeeding wiU require initiative 
and tapping into resources’that many 
welfare recipients have ne\’cr tried. 

Good, liiat's exactly how 15 genera- 
tions of Americans came to thrive in 
tliis countrj’. ' , 


- - Most started with far less than the - 
S279 a month in maximum assistance 
that the law-now permits for Idaho 
welfare clients, and most had nothing 
to lean upon but tlieir wits. 

But they discovered support systems 
in their churches, iheir^famiUes and 
their neighborhoods. More important- 
ly, they found strength in themselves. 

Jr That’s the real formula for ending 
welfare as we know it. The, cycle of 
malaise has to be broken, replaced by 
opportunity. 

Opportunitj’, as Adam Smith point- 
ed our, can be icrri{}ing. But if^ also 
the engine for the greatest economy in 
human history. 

Many of the folk who became Amer-. 
icans over thcTJast 200 years were the 
equivalent of- welfare recipients in 
their native lands, living on the fringe- 
of unequal societies that lacked the 
capacity to match aspirations with 
needs. 

But once here, most of them - or 
their children - became enthusiastic 
capitalists, able to leverage today's set- 
backs against tomorrow's promise. 

Thai’s precisely the transformation 
that awaits today's welfare recipients. 

If they make it - and most of them 
will, if Congress, the president and the 
states resist to temptation to undo wl- 
fare reform - iliey will become berter 
human beings, and o(irs will be a 
stronger coumrj-ior their struggle. 

So don't feci too sorry for jvolfare re- 
, cipienis, or their cliildrcn. Today is 
quite literally the first day of tltc rest 
of their lives.

Tlic United 
States of America continues to lift its 
lamp of freedom beside the golden door. 
As for Hong Kong, the lamp has not been 
extinguished. It now shines in a dark 
place, where it will illuminate a path oth- 
ers will inevitably follow.

Long-lost brothers reunite 
after 50 years of separation

JEROhS • The search for a long-lost 
brother ended Saturday at the Twin 
Falls oirport as John Delbert Connolly 
of. Jerome watched his brother, 
William Zchandcr Connolly in, step 
from the plane and into his brother's 
orms, bringing to a dose a 50-ycar inys- 
tery. 

The separation began to unfold when 
John was bom’in 1945 in Fallon, Ncv.« 
Pregnant with John, the boys’ mother 
had been very iU with tuberculosis. The 
doctors predicted she would not sur- 
vive the birthing process and neither 
would the unborn baby. 

“She knew she was too weak to have 
me and thought I’d die, top," said John 
Connolly as he relived the lifelong 
ordeal that now has a happy ending. ' 

The mother did as she gave binh 
to her son. It was then dedded to give 
the newborn to an aunt since “it would 
be better for the baby to die at Her 
home than in the hospital." 


The aunt, Ruth CoimoUy, and unde, 
Reynolds CotmoUy, took the tiny baby 
to their home in Los Cotos, Calif., 
nursed him back to hcoKh and raised 
John os their son. 

The older boy, William or Billy, was S • 
years old at the time and went irith the 
father, William Zehonder Connolly D, 
who traveled around the country as a 
chef and butcher. Billy was put in an 
orphanogc “for o time"- during his 
younger years. The father managed to 
keep in touch with the California fomi- 
ly until John was 3 years old and Bill 
had reached his 8th binhdo/ 

"Then it was like o somebody had 
flicked a switch, there, wos Uterolly no 
contact whatsoever,” the Jerome man 
said. 

Growing up in California, John 
served his country for 20 years in the 
U.S. Air Force. 

*‘Wc now find out a most amazing 
thing hod happened during that time. 
While 1 was stationed at March Air 
Force Base from 1974 to 1978, my 
brother Bill had moved to Paris, Calif., 
thot is near the basci We actually lived 


only nine miles apart for a year and 
didn’t know it,” he said. 

The plot thickens w John retired 
from the Air Force In 1984 and went to 
work in Edgemont, Calif. At ihot time, 
unknown to each other, the brothers 
worked across thc'strcct from each 
other. 

“During those years 1 was under the 
-impression that my dad died in 1967, 
but now 1 find out he was alive and 
well until March 1981, so if Billy and I 
had made contact in Californio, I could.' 
have seen my father again," John said. 

Throughout the yeors, tho yearning 
to find his older brother plagued the 
Jerome man. He thought he was on a 
success trail when he found out, that, 
although the Social Security agency 
couldn't give him any information 
about his brother, they would for- 
word a letter to the address of his 
brother they had in their record sys- 
tem. 'Anxiously.-John wrote the letter • 
yeors ago, but agoin the search 
ended in failure as no answer was 
received. ■ 

"We never knew what happened to 


my letter," John said. 

John and his British wife, Patricia 
Margaret Wendy Connolly, eventually 
moved to Jerome where John worked 
at Volco. 

“Then one day about a year ond a' ' 
. half ago, Gail Love, who works at 
Volco, handed me a letter from Social 
Security. Inside was another letter that 
said, T am a person trying to find you. 
You might be my long lost brother.’ 
Would you believe that my .brother Bill, 
had also found out about the service 
Social Security docs to help find people 
and he wrote the letterthat did cventu- 
ally'gct to mo," the happy younger 
brother said as he mode plans to be 
reunited with his big brother. 

Because of Bill’s health and John car-i 
ing for his aunt Ruth, who is now 92 
years old, the two brothers have had to 
bc' satisfied with phonc'calls and 
exchanging pictures and letters for 
about oyear. 

The separation is, now ended. Bill 
made tho trip from California to Idaho 
to.iacc his little brother who had been 
lost for almost half a century.

Tyson takes mega bite out of boxing 

Tyson: ‘I am sorry’ 


Tho Assoclatad Prow 

In a sport that has always operated on 
the edge of legitimacy, Mike Tyson’s bit- 
ing a diunk outisf Evandcr Holyfield’s 
car has left boxing staggered. 

This is a sport that once embraced pro- 
fessional gamblers who routinely fixed 
fi^ts, a sport that has left men dead in 
the ring. This is a sport that routinely 
abused* its champions, leaving 
Muhammad Ali a trembling shell and 
Beau Jack shining shoes in a hotel lobby. 

Built on gore and guile, boxing oft y 
has flourisncd in spite of itself, selSfig - 
blood and boorishness. This lime, 
though, it must overcome one of its most 
unseemly episodes. 

At a news conference on Monday, 
Tyson apologized for his actions and 
asked forgiveness. “It will never happen 
again,” he said. “I only ask that you for- 
give me as you have forgiven other ath- 
letes in this sport.” 

That may not be easy. 

Even President Clinton, an admitted 
boxing fan,' expressed revulsion ar ” 
Tyson’s actions. 

"I saw the fight and until what hap- 
pened, it was a good fight,” Clinton said 



Monday. “But I was 
horrified by it and I 
think the American 
people shoidd be.” 

Tlie president, how- 
ever, stopped short off 
suggesting federal 
intervention in box- 
ing. - 

"I don’t know what 
the federal role 
should be,” Clinton 
said. “I haveh’t given 


Mike Tyson 
any thought to that whatever. But a.s 


fan, I tvas horrified.” 

So were a lot of other people! 

“I refereed 129 championship figlits," 
longtime offidal Arthur Mercantc said. 
T never experienced anynhing like that 
in my life. Nothing remotely compared 
to that. 

“I don’t know what {Tossessed him to 
do^hat. Even in ultimate fighting, they 
don’t permit that. He just turned into a 
wild man.” 

Ed Brophy, executive director of the 
Boxing Hall.of Fame, was at ringside in- 
Las Vegas when Tyson discarded boxing , 
etiquette for street tactics. 

“As a boxing fan, I was disappointed 


because. it looked as if we had the mak- 
ings of a great figiit with a great ending 
and it came up short of that,” he said. 

Brophy thought referee Mills Lane 
salvaged what he could for the sport. 

“The rules and regulations of boxing 
were followed.” he said. “It was proper- 
ly dealt with. So from tlint standpoint, it 
doesn’t ^ve boxing a black eye.” 

Bruce Silverglade, oismcr of Gleason’s 
Gym in Brooklyn, N.Y., where Tyson 
grew up, was not shocked. 

“This shouldn’t be a surprise to any- 
one who knows Mike Tyson," he said. 
“He’s had one problem after another. ■ 
/Vnything he does .shouldn’t shock any- 
body. He’s a disturbed individual. It’s 
Tyson. It’s a history we have sWtfi him. 

“Don’t blame the sport. We need 
good, exciting fights. tVe don’t need 
this." 

It was th'e third heavyaveight figln in 
the last year to end on a disqualifica- 
tion. Andrew Golota lost twice to 
Riddick Bowe becau.se of low blows, the 
first fight last July in Madison Square 
- Garden touching off a chair-swinging 
riot that re,sulied in 22 injuries and 17 
arrests.

playing for the third straight day 
as Winiblcdon continued to catch up on its - 
fain-wrecked schedule, led 5-2 in the third 
sec and served for the match at 5-3. But 
she uncharacteristically unraveled after 
the umpire overruled a linesman’s call - 
and cost Seles a point in that game. 

“I shouldn't have let it bother me as 
much and carry it with me,” S&Ics said. “I ’ 
was mumbling to myscifa little that gome 
and the next game, too. All the matches 
I’ve lost this year I’ve been up 5-2. It 
seems like it’s been a magic number for 
me. I need to dose out the matches.” 

Wimbledon is the only Grand Slam 
championship the 23-year-old Seles has 
never won. 

-“I would love it if I could win it,” she , 
said. “Gosh. Hopefully, I have a few more 
years to try it.” 

.' Seles became the seventh seeded 
woman to lose in two days. Four other 
seeded women .fared better Monday, as 
No. 3 Jana Novotna, No: ’8 Arantxa 
Sanchez Vicario, No. 9 Mary Pierce and • 
No. 11 Mary Joe Fernandez each scored

Like Sampras, Boris Becker is a three- 
time Wimbledon champion and is sinular- 
ly happy to keep a Tow profile. He easily 
moved dong to>vard a possible quarterfi- 
nal match against Sampras by beating 
Britain’s Mark Petchey 6-3, 6-3, 6-2. 

“I came here not to be so much in the 
newspaper in die morning, but to play ten- 
nis weU,” said Becker, who next faces No.

Investors brace 
for today’s big 
Fed meeting 


NEW YORK — Stocks sputtered to a 
mixed finish Monday as' investors 
winced at some hints of inflationary 
pressure just a day before a key 
Federal Reserve meeting on interest 
rate policy. 

. The Dow Jones industrial average 
fell 14.93 to 7,672.79 after enduring a 
. IpOjpoint swing for .the sixth straight 
session. 

Technology shares and smallcr-com- 
pahy issues provided some leadership 
..for an afternoon rebound, but the- 
blue-chip sector falteretf near the 
close, pulling several market measures 
back into negative territory. The Dow 
had rallied from 75-point morning 
deficit to a 40-point gain before 
retreating. 

Stocks were pressured all day by a 
weak bond market, where interest 
. rates rose amid signs that economic 
growth may be accelerating to a more 
inflationary pace after slowing during 
the second quarter. 

Even if the data raised a few eye- 
brows, however, most observers . 
remained confident that Federal 
Reserve officials, who meet on 
, Tuesday and Wednesday, won’t sec a 
need to cool off the economy with a 
boost in the cehtral'bank’s’keynending 
rates. 

Analysts also suggested that Fed offi- 
. dais would wait to see Thursday’s 
employment report and next week’s 
'^report on employment costs before tak- 
ing any aggressive action. Employment 
costs generally account for two-thirds 
■ of a product’s price. 

“No one expects the Fed to raise 
interest rates. It would be an amaz-

The Commerce Department said- 
Monday consumer spending rose a 
modest 03 percent in May, bolstered 
by an identical increase in personal 
income. 

The advances were in line tvith ana- 
lysts' expectations. ' 

But in a separate report, it said sales 
of new homes shot up 7.1 percent in 
Moy to a seasonally adjusted 825,000 
annual rate. Analysts had expected a 
much smaller rebound, predicting sales 
will be relatively stable during the 
remainder of the year. 

Consumer spending totaled a S5.37 
trillion rate, compared with S5.35 tril-,' 
lion a month earlier. Incomes rose to an 
annual rate of $6.77 trillion, up from. 
$6.75 trillion in April. 

Personal consumption had, risen just 
0.1 percent in April, slowest since last 
September. Analysts believe spending 
has dccclaratecT to about a 2 percent 
annual rate during the April-Junc quar- 
ter, less than half the 5.6 percent rate 
during the fir^t three months, the 
fastest in five years. 

^itiol data on the April-Junc perfor-' 
mance suggest it ha$ moderated to 
about a 2 percent annual rate from the 
first quarter’s sizzling 5.9 percent 
pace.

Startup phone company files t 
antitmst suit against U S West 


SEATTLE (AP) — A startup 
telecommunications company on 
Monday filed an antitrust lawsuit 
accusing regional ‘‘Baby Bell” U S 
West Communications of blocking 
competition in local telephone ser- 
vice. 

In the suit filed in U.S. District 
Court here. Electric Lightwave 
Inc. of Vancouver contends U S 
West hasn't lived up to regulators’ ' 
orders' to adequately open up irs 
local lines to calls carried by rival 
companies. 

Electric Lightwave said the . 
claim i.s the first antitrust suit in * 
the nation filed by a local phone 
competitor against a Baby Bell. 

‘‘It seems U S ^Vcst’s response to 
competition is to punish those cus- 
tomers who dare exerdse tlicir free- ' 
dom to choose another communica- 
tions company," said Susan 
McAdams, Electric Lightwave's vice 
president of government affairs.

‘‘We’re disappointed Electric 
Lightwave seems to be more inter- 
ested in issuing news releases than • 
working with us to provide local •' 
service to residential customers," 
said U S West.spokcswoman Dana 
Smith in Seattle. 

Electric lightwave offers privatev 
line services, including data and ^ 
video transmission, over its grmving • 
fiberoptic network. The company 
first began providing local phone ' 
service in Seattle in early 1995.

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Strong market pushes soybean planting up 10% 
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WASHINGTON (AP) — Freed from many 
goveriimont resiHctions, farmers are seeking 
to take advantage of a strong soybean mar- 
ket by planting the largest crop since 1982, 
the Agriculture Department reported 
' ^^onday. ' 

'Hie 70.9 million acres of soybeans planted 
tills spring are 10 percent larger than last 
year’s and the third largest on record. Twenty- 
ciglu of the 29 soybean-producing states have 
more acres planted than in 1996, with only 
Ohio’s soybean plantings remaining the same. 

, Keith Collins, chief economist at USDA, 
attributed the incrca.se in part to the farm law 
'passed last year by Congres.s that removed 
many govenlmcnt requirements on wh(it 
fanners can plant. 

The ‘‘Freedom to Farm” law allows fanners 
to respond to the marketplace — and right 
now, soybeans are in strong demand world- 
wide. They have a wide variety of ascs, from 
cooking oil to printer's ink. 


‘‘I don’t think under the old fann bill, wo 
would have seen these numbers of soybeans," 
Collins said. "If you have fle-xibility, tlio domi- 
nant factor is relative prices.” 

Indeed, the June price for soybeans was 
S8.22 per bushel, compared to S7.41 tliis time 
last year and S5.68 two years ago. 

“Even with this big acreage number, we still 
expect soybean prices to be very firm," 
Collins said. 

The planting flexibility also showed up in 
more specialized oil-producing seeds: canola 
plantings doubled to 733,000 acres, while sun- 
flower plantings rose 13 percent to 2.9 million 
acres. 

“You are seeing more shifting into 'alterna- 
tive crops than you probably would have seen 
under die old farm bill," CoUins said. 

Spring planting of com, the nation’s largest 
crop and primary livestock feed, was estimat- 
ed at 80.2 million acres. That represents a 1 
percent increase over last year and is the 


largest planted acreage of com sincc.1985, 
USDA reported. However, the June price for ' 
com was S2.SG a bushel, doivn from S4.22 in 
June 1996. . 

Seven states in the Com Belt account for- 
52.8 million acres of com plantings — Illinois, 
Indiana, lora, Minnesota, Nebraska, Ohio and 
' Wisconsin — and Ohio’s crop is 24 percent 
higher than in 1996, largely because of a 
return to normal weather this year. 

Plantings of durum wheat, which is used to 
make pasta, were estimated at 3.27 million 
acres, a 10 percent drop from'1996. Other, 
spring wheat plantings totaled 19.2 million • 
acres, a 4 percent deaease from last year. 

Counting winter wheat, a total of 70.7 mil- 
lion acres of wheat was planted this year, 
down from 75.6 million acres in the 1996 crop 
year. 

Tlic cotton planting estimate was 14 million 
acres, 4 percent less than in 1996 and 17 per-' 
cent below the 1995 acreage. 
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Supporters of the change argue 
that the IRS has unfairly penal- 
ireil businesses for classifying 
workers as independent cuntrac- 
tors instead of ns employees with 
full benefits.
